pow! from San’ Kalok, the production of a kind 
of opaque glass or stoneware, which must hava 
deen made before the art of fabricating a white 
hard porcelain (1211) from “kaolin” was known, 
and thua wo believe that this particalar bowl is 
probably at least 600. years old, It ix distin- 
guished by metallic iridesconce,. is slightly 
glazed externally, of a grayish ‘colour. and very 
likely dates from the time whon the art of glaz- 
ing or enamelling with this kind of gray paste 
(introduced by tho Moors into Spain in the 
12th oontary) was but little known. A larger 
bowl, found at Ayuthia by Mr. Xavier is also 
interesting, but not of auch reat antiquity. Tt 
ig modeled with great spirit, gaily coloured, and 
profusely ornamented and boars, strange to say, 
a striking resemblance to the Mexican and 
Pernvinn pottories.- It probably dates from 
about the 14th to the 16th cobtury.
